There is not a single lawyer in the 
whole of Germany who will undertake 
the defense of Torgler, Dimitroy and 
Pavlov, the men accused of having set 
fire to the reichstag building, and who 
are to be tried shortly. No man who 
values his life can indeed plead for 
the accused, because if he were te 
tell the truth and sift the evidence as 
it should be sifted, not the three or 
four accused but quite other men 
would be shown to be responsible for 
that outrage. 

There is undisputable evidence, of 
the highest character, that Herr Goe- 
ring personally prepared and engi- 
neered that fire. This evidence will 
come to light in due time. It is at 
present being prepared. But it will not 
save the three innocent men. They 
will be hanged, if foreign public opin- 
ion does not save them. Three great 
French lawyers, three luminaries of 
the Parisian bar, Maitres Moro-Giaf- 
feri, Henri Torres and Alexandre 
Campinchi have notified the high court 
at Leipzig that they will undertake 
the defense of the accused. This places 
the German government before a _ se- 
rious predicament. It is easy to re- 
fuse the three French lawyers. But 
then all the world will know that the 
trial is unfair. To let them in and 
to allow them to plead will inevitably 
bring out evidence which the German 
government would rather keep hidden. 

What the upshot vejll be is not 
known. This much can be said: every 
American lawyer nurtured in the high 
traditions of our legal system will 
honor those French’ colleagues for 
their courage, for their concern for 
justice. One is happy to record that 
there are still such men in the world.

TEXTILE GUDE 10 ADD 
FEW WORKERS HERE 


Operation of the textile code is not 
expected to result in employment for 
many additional workers in the At- 
lanta area. Most of the seven large 
mills in and near Atlanta have been 
operating at full capacity for several 


months, and the 80-hour production 
week will have the effect chiefly of 
reducing production to that level, it 
was said Tuesday. 

The mills which will be required to 
add to their workers are those which 
have been operating at less than ca- 
pacity. Prohibited from giving more 
than 40 hours’ work to one employe 
in a week, the mills will have to em- 
ploy additional workers as production 
demand increases. 

The $12 minimum wage will re- 
quire that mills in the Atlanta area 
increase their pay rolls to that mini- 
mum, but it was said Tuesday night 
that relatively few employes will be 
affected. 

The child labor provision of the 
code, it was said, will affect few mills 
in the state. Under the state law mill 
operators are permitted to give part- 
time employment to children between 
the ages of 14 and 16, but are re- 
quired to keep case records of each 
individual. The larger mills, it was 
said, have kept their employes above 
the 16-year age so. as to avoid the 
necessity for such recording, ¢ 

Textile officials of Macon estimate 
application of the code will give rise 
to the creation of 2,000 jobs in that 
city.

ROPER CALLS FOR SPEED

WASHINGTON, July 11.—(#)— 
Utmost speed in submitting’ their 
codes under the national recovery 
act was urged upon industries to- 
night by Secretary Roper, chairman 
of the cabinet advisory board for the 
new business-boosting program. 

Roper assured industry the law 
was not a “hobble” upon it but would 
encourage dnd promote initiative. 

Meanwhile bituminous coal opera- 
tors and mine union officials from 
14 states agreed today that a %5-a- 
day basic wage scale should be placed 
in a code of fair competition they 
propose to present to the industrial 
recovery administration.

6,350,000 short tons annually. 

In addition, it would set up a sugar 
stabilization board to administer the 
agreement and regulate prices from 
day to day in the United States. 

Tentative quotas were calculated 
on estimated production for 
1934. 
Secretary Wallace after public hear- 
ings, will date from July 1 of this 
year. The following allotments were 
proposed : 

Domestic beet sugar, 1,525,000 
tons: Louisiana cane, 250,000 tons; 
Florida cane, 60,000 tons; Hawaii, 
975,000 tons; Philippine Islands, 
955,920 tons; Puerto Rico, 875,000; 
Virgin Islands, 9,080 tons. 

A tentative agreement was reached 
to give Cuba an annual quota of 
1,700.000 tons, and a non-voting mem- 
bership on the stabilization board. 
Cuba is not represented on the com- 
mittee. 

All totals were figured in_ short 
tons, making the Philippine allot- 
ment about equal with the 850,000 
long tons which would be allowed the 
islands for five years after establish-

Mrs. Lucy Gwyne Branham, lec- 
turer, economist and globe trotter, 
urged Russian recognition by America 


fore the Atlanta League of Women 
Voters at the Emory University Wom- 
an’s Club. Pleading that trade condi- 
tions throughout the world would be 
improved, Mrs. Branham presented 
vital facts to prove her statement. 
Thousands of unemployed would be 
aided, relations between foreign pow- 
ers would be smoothed out and the 
movement toward world peace would 
be materially assisted, she stated. 

Mrs. Branham’s information was 
based upon first-hand observation 
gained during her numerous visits to 
Russia. Her first visit was in 1921 
when she journeyed to this foreign 
post to investigate famine conditions. 
Out of this trip grew her. connection 
with the Quakers in their collection 
of a $1.000.000 relief fund, She received 
an invitation to the tenth anniversary 
of the establishment of the soviet and 
was numbered as one of the important 
figures, at the conference, In 1828 with 
Dr, John Dewey’s educational mission, 
she visited Europe to study the edu- 
cational system. She remained abroad 
to travel with a geographical commis- 
sion and rendered unusual servi -. She 
taught in Moscow at the Foreign 
Language Institute as instructor in 
English and economic geography.
